If the Viceroy means that the graduates of the Panjab 
University should be held in equal estimation with those 
of other Indian Universities by Government officials, His 
Excellency has a perfect right to give such an order to his 
subordinates. But if his remarks apply to the public, he makesa . 
mistake.' The public considtts the graduates of the Panjab 
University inferior to those of the Caleutta University. In 
the other portion of his speech he discussed three important 
questions connected with education. First, he referred to the 
desire of students that the examinations should be made 
easier than at present, but justly protested against. the stan- 
dard of education being lowered. Secondly, his Lordship declar- 
ed, as had been done by other Government officials, that 
Government could not provide employment for all the educat- 
ed youths turned out by the Indian Universities every year. 
It is true that in the next two or three decades the number of 
graduates will largely multiply and Government will be 
unable to provide for them. Hence they should follow different 
trades.and professions. But, on the other hand, Government 
has not given sufficient encouragement to them. The Bengal 
Government no doubt, freely avails itself of their services, but 
in these, provinces they have been left-out in the cold. Only the 
Educational Department has lately been opened to them., It 
should he observed that the encouragement of graduates. by 
) Government will greatly promote the cause of education and 
civilization i in this country.. ‘Government. officials never lose ariy 
opportunity of repyoaching:. natives for seeking education 
only as a means of earning a livelihood. _ But evéD in. n. Eng
